Oetormination of Code an Important 

Function of Permanent Court of 
Justice, to Meet February IS— 



Tlie Hague. Feb. 13. — Delennliiation 
of \vhat shall constitute International 
law will l>e one of the most important 
functions o^ the peranneBt court 0t 
justice, se< tip under the nusitices of 
the League of Nations, which is to 
hold its first jiiibiic meeting in the 
peace palace February 16. f 

Thia was made dear by Judge Max 
Huber, a member of the court.. In an 
interview with a correspondent, his 
first public declaration OB the OUbJect 
since his arrival liere. 

Judge Ruber emphasUed that the 
ne\\ court lacked ali-atound compul- 
sory jurisdiction, tind could act only 
witen the litigant states a g r eed to aoll- 
miti their disputes to it 

Wante PariiameMt jto Aot 

To this end he said It was essential 
th.-ii public opinion bring pressure to 
beai- on the parliaments of the several 
countries so that the latter would 
adopt this course of aettlement 

It was for the court to make out 
what was International law, and It 
was in tills <l«»maln that the court's 
Jurispruden<-e would have its greatest 
importance, as a innans o( codifying 
the laws of natlona. 

The .Indlcial decisions and the teach- 
ings iif the highest Qtialifled ptiiillcists 
in the various nations would be taken 
Into account, but only as Indicative 
an<l not as decisive factors. 

In interpreting laws, Judge llfnber 
coniimied. the court would not merely 
be guided by the letter, but by hu- 
mane considerations, like any other 
civUized court. ^

Members of the committee declined 
to say what tax had beoi substituted 
for tile check levy, t>tit It was stated 
the committee had decided against any 
increase in either the first or second 
class postage rates.

He emphasized the danger of-«mbark- 
Ing on a comprehensive policy of gov- 
ernment prico-Uxing as I'orniaiient leg- 
islation.

You persecute the 
race. Lynchings in the South 
are of the individual, sometimes 
two or three, hut always one of 
those directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the crime, wbi e 
the lynchings in the North are of 
many Negroes whose connection 
with ttie criaM is of so eoaeem. 
In East St. Louis, Oaaha, and 
ChicBfO roeeatiy huadroda of 
Negroea were lynehed at a time; 
there was no effort to discrimi- 
nate between the guilty and the 
innocent.
